Woman Observer in Rome Sees Little Real Enthusiasm Among

the Masses of the People—Poignant Grief
of Bereaved Families.

IVANNUNZIOS CALL TO ARMS,

Eapecially was [ convineed that this
was the state of mind of those who In- |
toxicate themselves with the Iden of
wir an an herole endeavor after 1 hndl
talked with ID'Annunzio and one or two
ol tha XNationalists (L e, a group of
writers and journallsts whose motto is
“Unlted Itnly* and who are about the
only group, #as far as I can see, who
are enthuniastiec and have always been
enthusinntic for war). These gentlomen
view It from an lmaginative and story-
telling standpoint, and mot from a stand-
point of reality. They llve In the pant and
the traditions of the past.

“Italy must fght, elae her chances of
national greantness are gone fore\'er.'|
They get drunk thoemuseolves, and, of
courne, they easlly make a crowd drunk
with clap-trup of this mort. And this,
an far as 1 can see, Is what makes up
the enthusinam that Is so dillgently
written up for u Covernment which has
not gnuged the enthusiasm of Ity people
for war by a referendum—the only ne-
curate way Lo measure enthusiasm.

AN OFFICIAL EXPLANATION,

party man. “How. [ sald, "If thero was
no enthusiasm for war, do you account
for the demonwtrations agninet Glolltti®*
